Bemidji. Minn., Dec. 
come known th a t Secretary of the In* 
terior Ballinger has been in wire com­ 
munication with A ttorney E. E. Mc­ 
Donald of this city, who represents the 
liquor dealers here in injunction proceed­ 
ings, and th a t Mr. Ballinger was not 
only aw are th a t such action was to 
be taken in Bemidji, but th a t he has 
sanctioned and even pledged his de­ 
partm ent to co-operate in such a move 
ment, 
On Dec. 2 Mr. McDonald wired Sec­ 
retary 
Ballinger asking if arrange­ 
m ents could not be made for “suspen­ 
sion of the enforcem ent of the Indian 
treaties by seizure as to those not 
guilty of selling liquors to Indians un­ 
til the questions involved could be de­ 
termined.^” 
In reply Mr. McDonald re­ 
ceived by wire the following answer 
from Secretary Ballinger: 
“A nswering your telegram —Cannot 
see my way clear to suspend enforce 
m ent of law. 
It is believed th at fed­ 
eral officials are transcending legal 
authority in their enforcem ent of In 
dian intercourse, acts and treaties and 
if you see fit to institute proceedings 
for injunction, this departm ent 
will 
co-operate in securing judicial d eter­ 
m ination of th e disputed questions.” 
Attorney McDonald then sent a sec­ 
ond m essage as follows: 
"Injunction 
proceedings 
being 
in­ 
stituted, we need a Sew days. 
Have 
you any suggestions to offer?” 
It was a result of tho telegram that 
the conference to be held in St. Paul 
at the office of United S tates D istrict 
Attorney C. P- Houpt was arran g e! 
Judge M arshall A. Spooner, who spent 
several days in St. Paul recently delv­ 
ing into the legal depths of the treaty 
for clients separate from those of Mr. 
McDonald, left for St. Paul to be pres­ 
ent at the m eeting. 
Mr. McDonald 
also left for St. Paul. 


Doing a Thriving Business. 


The twelve saloons here, protected 
by the injunction proceedings, are do-J 
ing a thriving business, the patrons 
of the other twelve, which are closed, 
with all supplies a t the depot ready 
for shipm ent, adding their calls for 
refreshm ents to those of the regular 
patrons. 
A gent T. E. B rents, who | 
closed the saloons here, left for St. 
Paul and he also will participate in 
the conference there. 
W ith him w ent 
H. F. Coggershall, who arrived from 
New Mexico Friday and who is to T 
succeed Mr. B rents in charge of the 
sub agency here. 
The 
injunctions 
were 
issued 
by j 
Court Com m issioner A. M. Crowell of j 
this city and the proceedings are in j 
district court on Dec. 29. If, however, 
A ttorney 
H oupt wishes 
the matter 
brought before the federal courts there 
will be no objection on th e part of 
Attorney McDonald and probably none 
on the part of Judge Spooner. 
It is a m istake to presum e th at if 
the Bemidji attorneys win their con­ 
tention th at the Indian treaty of 1855 
is not applicable to this city th at it 
will reopen all the saloons in this te r­ 
ritory. 
As a 
m atter 
of 
fact, the 
strongest point back of the injunc­ 
tions issued here is that Bemidji and 
a small adjacent territory is not w ith­ 
in the power of the treaty of 1855. 
This city was part of a reservation 
created by an act in 1864 and this, 
w ith the Nelson act later, is believed 
to have modified the 1855 treaty so far 
as Bemidji is concerned; therefore, 
even though Bemidji saloons ultim ate­ 
ly prove a right to exist, it does not 
follow that: other places will be able 
to pry off the lid. 
W ith the closing of the saloons Be­ 
midji probably will return to the sa­ 
loon keepers thousands of dollars paid 
over in license fees. 
The refunds will 
be made, if they are made, upon the 
basis of $500 a year; thus a saloon 
keeper who has run six m onths will 
get back $250. 


North Dakota Solons Must District the 


State for Three Congressmen. 
Grand Forks, N. D., Dec. IO.—A ssur­ 
ance that North Dakota will be en­ 
titled to three m em bers of congress 
under the new apportionm ent based 
on the increased population of the 
state raises the question of congres­ 
sional division for the coming legis­ 
lative assem bly. 
At first im pression politicians gen 
erally appear favorable to a division 
of the eastern section of the state Into 
two districts, one for the north and 
the other for the south, while the third 
d istrict would be m ade up of counties 
IO.—It has be- j on the M issouri slope and those lying 
parallel to the north, going as far east 
as W ard, Sheridan and Burleigh, 
There are several reasons why the 
eastern section will likely be cut into 
two districts. 
To take the extrem e 
eastern counties It would be necessary 
to place both Cass and Cavalier In 
the sam e district and, as H anna and 
Helgeson, the congressm en-elect, live 
In those counties and would thus be 
thrown in the sam e district, the proba­ 
bilities are that their political support­ 
ers would prefer another division. The 
east and west line, creating the north­ 
eastern 
and 
the 
southw estern 
dis­ 
tricts, would be the easiest solution. 
In the 1909 assem bly an effort was 
made to divide the state by the crea­ 
tion of a w estern and eastern division, 
but it fell through. 
Argum ents ad­ 
vanced in favor of such a division are 
that the interests of the w estern coun­ 
ties are about the same. 
W estern 
counties have irrigation, lignite coal 
developm ent and other interests in 
common. 
In 
the 
eastern 
sections 
drainage and agricultural 
promotion 
are more essential.

I)., Dec. IO.—That there 
will be opposition to the proposed new 
school code to com e before the next 
legislature seem s evident from recent 
press reports, which sought to stam p 
the proposed law as radical. 
President F. L. Cook of the state 
norm al school at Spearfish and Pro­ 
fessor A. H. Bigelow, superintendent 
of schools of I^ead, charge th a t some­ 
one is either unduly excited, or else 
special interests, wishing to kill the 
proposed m easure, are a t work. 
Presi­ 
dent Cook sees no startling changes 
In the proposed law, and declares that 
there is no hope for the Improvement 
of rural schools or for a stronger state 
adm inistration of th e school system 
unless th e changes are adopted. 
Professor Bigelow, who was elected 
to th e state legislature from Lawrence 
county and is to be the champion of 
the proposed law says: 
“Someone woefully m isunderstands 
or is m endaciously m isrepresenting the 
new- school code 
which was uniai- 
mously approved at th e recent m eet­ 
ing of the S tate Educational associa­ 
tion at Huron. 
Far from being revo­ 
lutionary, the new school code pro­ 
poses practically nothing which has 
not been tried in som e part of our 
system . 
Its chief aim is to use the 
parts of our present system which 
have given the best results and apply 
them to the rem ainder of the system. 
This is not only good business, but it 
would sim plify our system trem en­ 
dously. 
“The new code does not transfer 
the state departm ent to the shoulder# 
of th e board of regents, but merely 
unites the two branches of the state 
system , and will m ake each stronger 
and m ore effective than it has ever 
been 
before. 
It 
will 
prevent 
the 
growth in this state of two separate 
and rival system s, such as have ham ­ 
pered the educational work in some 
other states, and which threaten prog 
ress in some of those states."

Mrs. 
Deitz, who was released on bail at 3 
o’clock on the afternoon of Dec. 5, 
was reluctant to leave the jail, not 
going until 6 p. rn., showing th at her 
treatm ent could not be bad. The fears 
of the Deitz family th at their father 
will be poisoned are absurd, so far as 
officers and 
citizens are concerned 
here. 
Deitz is receiving the best of 
treatm ent, as did all th e mem bers of 
his family and all here are unanimous 
in w anting him to receive fair trial.

tinuous service. H e has had ten years 
in the house and thirty years in the 
j senate, m aking an uninterrupted con­ 
gressional service of forty years. 
Frye w ent from the house to the sen­ 
ate when Blaine w ent into the cabinet 
of President Garfield. 
For the past 
sixteen years Frye lins been president 
pro tem. of the senate, presiding over 
the body when the vice president was 
absent. 


Lawrence Is Particular. 
Congressman Law rence of the First 
M assachusetts district is very partic­ 
ular about a certain eighty-five votes. 
He is from the fam ous B erkshire coun­ 
try and has for a long time represent­ 
ed the district, his m ajority growing 
at each successive election until in 
1908 he had over 7,(XXI. 
This year he 
w’as saved from the landslide by 885 
votes. 
“ Let 
me 
see,” 
rem arked 
a 
friend; “you only had 800 m ajority." 
‘‘Oh, more than th at,” Law rence ea­ 
gerly replied. 
“I had 885 m ajority. 
Don’t 
forget that 
eighty-five 
when 
speaking of it. for I feel pretty proud 
of it. 
Besides, I can’t afford to have 
my m ajority cut down. 
It was close 
enough to be very uncom fortable.” 


W ashington, 
Dec. IO.—Just 
about 
th e tim e the N ational Rivers and Har­ 
bors congress was adopting a resolu­ 
tion recom m ending an annual supply 
bill of $5u,000,000 a year, the hous<- 
com m ittee on rivers and harbors re 
ported a m easure involving a little 
more than $31,000,000 to be expended 
in the fiscal year beginning July I, 
S ilt. 
The rivers and harbors congress 
has accom plished results since its or 
ganization, notably 
in inducing the 
federal congress 
to 
adopt 
a policy 
m aking appropriations 
annually in­ 
stead of at irregular intervals for the 
im provem ent of the waterways of tho 
country. 
The discussions at the ses­ 
sions this week showed a continuance 
of great interest on the subject and 
leaders in congress made the predic­ 
tion the tim e is not far distant when 
fixed annual appropriations, approxi­ 
m ating $50,000,000, will be authorized. 
The rivers and harbor bill reported 
will be called up in the house soon 
and in all probability passed before 
adjournm ent. 
It m akes liberal appro­ 
priations tor the improvem ent of the 
M ississippi, the Missouri, the Ohio 
and other great rivers of the West. 
The sum of $5,500,000 is allotted for 
the im provem ents of the Mississippi. 
Of this am ount expenditures are to be 
m ade as follows: Head of passes to 
m outh of Ohio, $3,000,000; between 
Ohio and M issouri rivers, $1,000,000; 
between M issouri river and St. Paul, 
$1,250,000. 
For the contiuation of work on the 
high dam in the M ississippi near St. 
Paul the sum of $250,000 is made avail­ 
able. 
O ther item s in the bill of inter 
est to the N orthw est follow: 
For im provem ent 
of Agate 
Bay, 
Minn., $2,000; M innesota river, $2,0u0; 
Red River of the North, in Minnesota 
and N orth Dakota, $7,500; Port Wing 
Harbor, Wis., $3,000; St. Croix river in 
M innesota and W isconsin, $3,000.
